Formal  occupation  of  bat^red  Orel  by  the  Red 
forces  after  twenty-four  days  of  grand-scale  fighting 
was  believed  to  be  only  a patter  of  hours  as  the  Ger- 
mans announced  their  lines  had  Jyeen  taken  back 
behind  the  remnants  of  the  city/’  and  that  the  city  had 
been  evacuated.  • 

The  Soviet  midnight  communique  announced  triumphantly 
that  the  Red  Army  had  swept  from  four  to  five  miles  forward 
along  the  front,  which  almost  encircled  the  important  German 
stronghold  and  captured  more  than  eighty  populated  places. 

A railway  station  four  miles  north  of  Orel  and  a large  popu- 
lated point  only  two  and  one-half  miles  south  of  the  city  fell 
before  the  onrushing  attackers.  * 

The  communique,  recorded  by  the  Soviet  monitor,  indicated 
that  the  last  thin  lines  of  German  defences  had  crumpled,  and 
in  at  least  one  sector  the  Russians  were  hotly  pursuing  fleeinf 
Nazis  who  abandoned  artillery,  machine-guns  and  vast  piles  of 
ammunition  in  a retreat  that  approached  being  a rout.

The  smashing  defeat  of  the  Liberal  Govern- 
ment of  Premier  Harry  Nixon  at  the  poll*  in 
Ontario,  emergence  of  Progressive  Conservatives 
under  Lieut.-Col.  Oeorge  Drew  as  the  strongest 
single  party  In  the  new  Legislature,  and  outright 
gains  made  by  the  C C.F.  were  leading  features  at 
11  o'clock  last  evening  in  what  had  been  de- 
scribed as  a pilot-poll  for  the  Federal  Adminis- 
tration itself.  The  result  at  that  hour  made  It 
appear  that  Ontario  electors,  who  had  split  their 
favors  among  three  parties  unevenly,  had  the 
alternative  of  a new  election,  or  the  formation 
of  a roalitton  ministry  with  Progressive  Con-  j 
sei  vatlve*  In  the  saddle  Such  a coalition  would 
swing  at  teaxt  flfty-fwo  seats  out  of  the  ninety 
seats  In  the  Twenty-First  Legislature  of  Ontario.
